It was demonstrated that 
It is entirely possible to open an ef 
fectlve and disconcerting fire on an 
enemy at 12,000 yards or about seven 
milca. It was shown further that fir- 
ing in salvo at this distance, using all 
the guns hearing, is justified although 
expensive in the outlay of ammuni- 
tion. While the scores made at those 
long ranges as measured by the hits 
allowed by the umpires might seem 
small to the layman, they would' work 
out differently in actual war.

targets are only about one-fifth the 
length of the medium battleship, the 
superstructure cf which also is high- 
er than the target.
